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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

Claim 1 contains numerous U.S.C. 1 12 issues in its current presentation. It is not 
possible to determine if a U.S.C. 101 issue remains with the indefinite subject matter 
present. If claim 1 is to be directed to the script file as in its previous presentation, a 
101 rejection would still apply. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 , 4 - 8, 1 1 - 22 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1 recites a script file that includes a data structure portion (i.e. a text 
section and a container) as well as a physical structure (i.e. the audio processing 
components of the audio generation system). The specification does not disclose a 
script file comprising both of these elements and therefore one of ordinary skill in the art 
could not replicate the claimed invention of claim 1 without undue experimentation. 
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Claims 4 - 8, 1 1 - 22 and 27 depend upon claim 1 incorporating its limitations 
therein and thus are rejected under the same grounds. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 , 4 - 8, 1 1 - 22 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites a script file that includes both a data structure and audio 
processing components of an audio generation system. It is unclear whether the claim 
is directed to the data structure or the audio generation system. 

Claims 4 - 8, 1 1 - 22 and 27 depend upon claim 1 incorporating its limitations 
therein and thus are rejected under the same grounds. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 44 - 67 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Claims 44 and 61 recite a method for managing audio generation with a script 
file. The closest prior art of record, Mince discloses instantiating a performance 
emanager and an audio rendition manager as shown in the previous rejection. 
However, the new limitations now further limiting the audio rendering components of the 
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audio rendition manager. In the current presentation a synthesizer component to 
process the audio instructions to generate sterams of audio wave data, audio buffers to 
process the audio wave data. These elements are present in the Mince reference (i.e. 
playing the selected file) or are an obvious variation (i.e. buffering the audio wave data). 

Additionally, the claim now includes limiations for the audio rendition manager for 
processing audio instructions including assigning audio wave data to one or more of the 
logical buses and routing this audio wave data from the synthesizer to the 
corresponding audio buffer. Using a script file in this manner is not disclosed by Mince 
nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention. 

Claims 43 - 60 and 62 - 67 are allowable as being dependent upon an 
independent claim.
